law 
Frequent reports to the president and 
to congress of the progress of the con­ 
struction, ar. xviii as of the expendi­ 
ture of money, are required. 
While the bill abolishes the canal 
commission so far as the law is con­ 
cerned, it authorizes the president to 
r*. 'ain th*’ commissi* ti as a commis­ 
sion or its individual members as con- 
stilting * ngineers, if he shall so desire. 
Authority to condemn 1,034 shares of 
stock in th** Panam a railroad now* in 
the hands of private owners is carried 
in the bill, and the president is au­ 
thorize ii when full and complete con­ 
trol of the railroad is obtained to op­ 
era’e it through such persons as he 
may select in order that the road may 
be used as far as is necessary as a 
part of the construction work on the 
canal.

ble,” said Mr. Takahira. the Japanese 
minister, as he was Laving the state 
departm* g* 
after a long talk with 
Secretary Hay, an incident which de­ 
spite the frequency of its occurrence, 
always sets afloat “peace rumors.” 
Th** visit of Count Cassini, the Rus­ 
sian am bassador, a half hour later, 
brought reassurances that 
the war 
was to "go on to th** end.” 
Although diplomats here represent­ 
ing th© neutral p u le rs, do not even 
speculate as yet about the beginning 
of the end 01 the war in the far East. 
a wpll-d**fln"d belief is prevalent that 
W ashington stands a good chance of 
being the capital at which Russia and 
Japan xviii 
adjust 
their differences. 
It is believe*! that Russia would wel­ 
come th* selection of Washington be­ 
cause of the presence here of Count 
Cassini, who Knows th** Eastern ques­ 
tion thorough!}' and xvho because of 
his long acquaintance with Secretary 
Hay and the fact that he Is dean of 
the diplomatic corps, enjoys a pres­ 
tige not shared by every Russian am ­ 
bassador.

Pledges made in party platforms 
and the recommendations of the two 
governors were forgotten when the 
senate voted down an am endment au ­ 
thorizing the auditor of state to ex­ 
amine private banks at least once an­ 
nually. 
th e vote was 27 against and 
20 tor the amendment. 
Almost an entire day was spent in 
discussion of the private bankers’ bill. 
It was apparent from the opening of 
the debate that the private bankers; 
had the upper hand. 
Dozens of them I 
were here in response to a hurried 
call sent out by George Cooper, chair ; 
man of their legislative committee. 
They hung about the corridors of the 
senate cham ber throughout the pro­ 
ceedings 
and held frequent confer­ 
ences with the members. 
They pre­ 
sented the most powerful and per­ 
sistent lobby of the session. 
Senator 
(laniard, who introduced the bill, offer­ 
ed the amendment, to provide for ex­ 
amination by (he auditor. 
He quoted 
one private banker as adm itting that 
they opposed the bill because of a 
desire to evade taxation. 
Other sena- 
tors declared 
this to be the real I 
ground of the opposition. 
He offered 
statistics showing that the loss to de- j 
positors fn Indiana from failure of i 
private banks had been 52 cents on 
the dollar; from national banks, 40; 
from state banks. 12. which he claim ­ 
ed is conclusive that state inspection 
is effective, 
“ Will you listen to the powerful 
private bank lobby or to the unpro­ 
tected depositors?” he asked. 
Senator Ulrey emphasized ,he point 
that botli party platforms last year 
were pledged to private hank super­ 
vision and that the members should 
stand by these pledges. 
Senator Kit- 
tinger declared the bill to be a graft 
to r the auditor of state 
Senator Gav­ 
ins submitted a substitute bill for j 
county supervision, but it was not 
adopted. 
Senator Kimbrough protest­ 
ed against the state entering the do­ 
main of private affairs, as he term ed 
the private bankers’ business. 
Sena­ 
tor Ganiard. in closing the debate, 
declared 
that 
no one had 
showed 
where the bill would hurt a good pri­ 
vate banker. 
After the defeat of his 
am endment Senator Ulrey offered one 
to prohibit a private banker from bor­ 
rowing more than 20 per cent of the 
capital stock of his institution, but It 
was lost by a vote of JO to 15. Senator 
Wood declared that the senate repre­ 
sents over 3.0O0.000 people, and its 
members should not bow their heads 
in submission to the 250 private bank­ 
ers who are dem anding the death of 
the bill. 
Referring to the declarations 
In 
the 
Democratic and 
Republican 
platforms favorable to supervision of j 
private banks, he asked: 
“If we were j 
honest then in making the pledge we 
should be honest now instead of bow­ 
ing our heads in submission to the 
250 private bankers. 
Can we look the 
people in the face if we defeat this 
bill?” 
Senator S trid e r declared that no 
senator had a right to impugn his mo­ 
tives In his attitude toward the bill. j 
Senator Kirkman, another Republican 
leader, declared that no private hank­ 
er had a halter about his neck and 
that he conscientiously opposed the 
bill. 
Senator Askren at this point offered 
a motion to strike out the enacting 
clause. 
Before tho vote was taken 
Senator Ganiard made a final appeal 
for a vote on the m erits of the bill. 
He made his appeal in behalf of tho I 
depositors of the wrecked hanks of 
his district. 
The motion of Senator 
Askren was defeated by a vote of 29 
to 14, but the private bankers will pre- ; 
vent the passage of the bill, which is 
favored by Governor Hanly and lead­ 
ers of both political parties 
A resolution calling on Indiana con- I 
gressmen to take action toward the 
improvement of the Ohio river was 
passed. 
Senator Parks* bill to in- I 
crease the salary of county assessors; 
Senator T. T. Moore’s hill legalizing 
the assessment fixed last year by the I 
state board of tax commissioners, a 
resolution to amend the constitution j 
to provide for registration of voters, j 
the payment of poll tax. and empow­ 
ering the legislature to fix the length 
of judges of the lower courts, were I 
killed. 
Fourteen new bills were introduced 
in the house. 
Secretary Hogate of the senate is 
organizing a legislative theater party j 
to attend the first production of “The 
Gentleman from Indiana” at a local 
theater, Feb. 27.
